The defendant testified that the

Miss Vestal actually shot herself 
as he struggled with her for a 
gun in her apartment. 


McDonald's 
wife, 
Grace, 
34, 


stood by her husband at the trial. 
She told the jury she blamed her- 
self "for this terrible thing. 
I 


could have gone out with him 
more. He asked me over and over 
to go. 
I was always too tired 


from caring for the children and 
doing the housework." 


Daughter Scream* 


She was in the courtroom with 


their eldest children, Carol, 15, and 
Robert, 13, when the verdict was 
returned. 
Carpi was screaming 


and Mrs. McDonald was sobbing as 
they were ushered out. 


The woman told newsmen she 


would continue the fight to free 
her husband. 


McDonald, a former insurance 


salesman, slumped in 
his 
chair 


when the verdict was read.

city-smashing; atomic bomb. 


Gen. Omar N. Bradley, the na- 


tion's top military man. is expec- 
ted to testify before the senate- 
house atomic energy committee at 
that time, behind locked doors. 


Quarrel Hinted 


An 
undercover quarrel

what to do about making, or not 
making', a super-destructive bomb 
powered by hydrogen already has 
the capital upset. 


The atomic committee finds it- 


self in the middle of the contro- 
versy. It has asked defense, diplo- 
matic and atomic experts to give 
their advice.

Third Term Yen By Presidents 


Quiet reports,are circulating that President Truman has 


decided to run for a third term. He is said to have told 
friends in his administration not to begin looking for jobs to 
take effect after 1952. 


Few people expect Mr. Truman to admit his intention 


now, if he has it. There's too much political advantage in 
keeping everyone guessing. 


But if he should run again it would be the strongest evi- 


dence yet of how greatly he has changed from the days in 
1945 when he was telling the world he didn't want the job- 
that it had just been thrust upon him. It would be a sign 
that Mr. Truman has been bitten by a bug that seems to bite 
most presidents. 


We have a popular notion that the third term never 


really became an issue until Franklin D. Roosevelt's time. 
But the historians say otherwise. According to Arthur M. 
Schlesinger, Sr., Harvard historian: 


"It is hardly an exaggeration to say that since Jackson 


every incumbent who finished his second term has been an 
active or receptive aspirant for a third one; and in this re- 
spect there has been no distinction between the parties." 


Grant wanted a third term in 1876, was discouraged 


from trying, but then came back and bid for the office again 
in 1880. 
Grover Cleveland, finishing his second go in 1896, 


neither confirmed nor denied ambition for another term. His 
enemies in the Democratic party effectively squelched any 
hopes he may have had. 


Theodore Roosevelt, after expressly supporting the two- 


term tradition and bowing out to William Howard Taft in 
1908, changed his mind and actively sought another term in 
1912. 
Had Republicans united on him, he probably would 


have won. 


Woodrow Wilson was an invalid in 1920, but. historians 


are agreed he wanted a third term to vindicate his stand on 
the League of Nations. The right moment for him never 
came. 


Though Calvin Coolidge appeared to many to remove 


himself completely by his "I do not choose to run" statemen 
in 1928, numerous observers believe he actually was willing 
to be drafted for further White House duty. One intimate 
says he was gravely disappointed when the GOP convention 
named Herbert Hoover. 


You can't explain this behavior among presidents simply 


by saving that, once kindled, ambition burns exceedingly 
bright. Historians see more to it than that. 


They find that most presidents develop two worries: (1) 


that their "program" won't be finished unless they complete 
it themselves, and (2) that a man of true presidential stature 
can't be obtained to replace them. In other words, from 
the Olympian heights of the White House, all other candi- 
dates look less impressive than the incumbent. He comes 
to feel that he alone is qualified for the particular job to be 
done, that no one else can be trusted to carry on hW'good 
work." 


If Mr. Truman really is thinking seriously of another try 


in 1952, chances are that thoughts like these have at least 
crossed his mind. For they seem to go with the office.

b« done to increase the safety of 
childbirth or to lessen the pain 
involved in that process i- of very 
great importance indeed, • Great 
strides have already been made 
toward both these objectives. The 
dangers of childbirth have fallen 
greatly thanks to the conquest of 
"childbirth fever" and the greater 
knowledge of the management of 
other complications. 


The pain and 
discomfort 
of 


childbirth have been attacked by 
a. number of different methods. 
Today there are many anesthetics 
which can be given by breathing 
In, by vein, or by mouth and 
which, when promptly employed, 
make 
childbirth 
comparatively 


easy. 


Another method which has re- 


ceived a great deal of attention Is 
the use of nn anesthetic injected 
into the lower part of the spine 
continuously 
during the latter 


stages of childbirth. This proce- 
dure, which is called "continuous 
caudal anesthesia," seems to be 
most helpful when properly given. 
Jt is not preferred by all obste- 
tricians, however, some of whom 
have better results with 
other 


methods. 


Another way of reducing the 


pain of childbirth which has re- 
ceived a great deal of attention 
In recent years is the method of 
physiological or natural childbirth '

"Yet," he said, "they will be 


faced with several major issues of 
greatest importance, such as a re- 
vised farm program, federal aid-to 
education, socialized medicine and 
a national health program. Con- 
gress will adjourn early and go 
home because 467 of its members 
are up for reelection and they want 
to go back and start campaign- 
ing." 


Mr. Smith spent considerable 


time discussing the proposed Fed- 
eral Education 
Bill now 
before 


congress. He stated that six states. 
New York, Rhode Island, Pennsyl- 
vania. Ohio. Illinois and California, 
would have to foot 67 % of the first 
300 million dollars appropriated 
during the first year of the law if 
it is passed. (Incidentally it has 
seen estimated that ultimately the 
bill would cost U. S. Taxpayers be- 
tween five and six billion dollars 
each year.i 


"In the State of Illinois, the tax- 


payers would be assessed $17.50 for 
every elementary, grade and high 
school pupil, yet you would get 
back only $5.00 per pupil," he 
said. 


'This Federal Education Bill if 


passed would create trie biggest of 
all the bureaus yet to come." he 
said. He ridiculed claims that the 
bill would (1) Equalize education 
for all and (2) Wipe out illiteracy 
as its proponents claim. Mr. Smith 
also stressed that not one penny 
of money that might be appropria- 
ted could be spent for school build- 
ings or equipment. 


Now is the time for the voters 


to put the brakes on the deficit 
spending spree, according1 to Mr. 
Smith. He indicated that at the 
present time the United States is 
spending one billion dollars every 
nine days. 


"Just to give you an idea of 


what's going on." he said, "let me 
remind you that 21 years ago there 
were 570.000 federal civilian em- 
ployees on the payroll and today 
there are more than 2.000.000." 


He also stated that 21 million 


Americans are receiving federal 
funds in 'one form or another.' He 
also expressed fear that America 
may be headed down the road to 
Socialism such as England has 
"where a man can't even change 
jobs without government consent." 


Mr. Smth stated that "a real 


test of appreciation of the Ameri- 
can way of life" will come in the 
Ohio election 
when U. S. S»n.
